The Appeal brief filed on 3/23/2009 is acknowledge. An Appeal Brief conference was 
held on June 4, 2009 with Terry Mckelvey, Michele Flood, Cecilia Tsang, and Qiuwen Mi in 

attendance. There it was decided that applicants' arguments are persuasive to overcome the 
previous rejections sent out on 7/24/2008. The Finality of the Office action mailed 7/24/2008 is 
hereby removed in order to proceed to allowance. 

Rejoinder 

Claims 72-77, 80-82, 87-91, and 94-96 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to 
the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(B), Claims 83-86, and 97-100, directed to the process 
of using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, Claims 83-86, and 97-100 are hereby rejoined and fiilly examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 . 104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have 
been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 6/29/06 
is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined 
inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the 
present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.
